M W LISTS OF LEGAL TOPS C OMING 
New lists of Community Ceiling Prices fused to call 
em I>-gal Top Prices) for Warren, Venango, Forest 
and Clarion counties have reached the Warren Price 
Clerk s office from tip district OPA headquarters in 
Erie. They will soon »■ < distributed to all Warren coun­ 
ty food stores by Pricy Dane! Assistants. 
These price 
sheets will then be post'd bv the grocer in a place where 
the customer can easily read them. 
The Warren Times-Mirror is cooperating with the 
OPA in keeping down costs by offering to publish these 
new ceiling prices soon. They will cover one whole page 
of the paper, as there are almost 5 0 food items included, 
showing four c e ilin g prices, for the four different groups 
of stores. 
Many women who signed the Home Front Pledge 
during the September drive asked tor a list of ceiling 
prices to check before going shopping. At first it seem­ 
ed impossible to get this as the OPA has not a penny to 
spend for this. 
But now they are to be printed. 
It is 
hoped that this list will be saved by every subscriber 
and checked before she goes shopping. 
As one pledge-signer put it: “I d like to have my own 
price list so that I could check prices before I go into 
the store. It saves my time and the necessity to check 
over the grocer’s list while he waits. 
Every woman 
who wants to help our boys in the service will gladly 
do their tiny part- checking to be sure they’re buying at 
i eiling prices/’ 
These new' price lists w’hich go into effect about No­ 
vember 26. will be published before the first of Decem­ 
ber if possible. 
“Keep watching the Times-Mirror for this fullpage 
list of prices,” is the chainman of the Panel's advice.

Sheffield Properties of M.-W. 
Co. Sold After Long Holding 


A commercial dynasty reaching 
back into the days of 
the Civil 
W ar came to an official end to­ 
day w ith the announcem ent by W. 
H. W right, president of the M< tz- 
ger-W right Company, th a t the last 
rem aining properties of the Com­ 
pany in Sheffield had been tran s­ 
ferred. 
M etzger-W right participation 'n 
the com m ercial life of 
Sheffield, 
with th a t of its corporate prede­ 
cessors, goes back to about the 
year 1864 or 1865, when the orig­ 
inal store w as in operation. This 
store w as owned by the 
H orton 
C rary Company, which became a 
dom inant factor in the industrial 
life of northw estern Pennsylvania. 
The Sheffield Tannery, one of its 
im portant enterprises was 
com ­ 
pleted in 1867. One of the various 
store buildings associated w ith the 
com pany w as constructed 
prob­ 
ably in the la tte r 1860's or early 
1870's. 
A nother 
building 
con- ! 
structed in 1881, whic h housed the 
m ain com m ercial 
operations 
for 


m any years, was burned 
to tim 
ground in 1932. 
The two buildings involved in 
the present sale are the “Post Of­ 
fice Building” which was purchas­ 
ed by S. L. Sherm an of W arren, 
and a brick building a t No. I to 
11 C enter Street, 
purchased 
by 
Nik Zepp of Sheffield. Both will 
be operated as rental properties 
by their new owners.. The Post 
Office,

was 
originally 
leased by Horton C rary Company 
to the C. Ii. Smith Company. 


The latte r organization, founded 
by a form er employee of Horton 
C rary Company, C. H. Sm ith, was 
rapidly becoming a prom inent fac­ 
tor in the commercial life of this 
area.
